Judge Walker is to be complirriented for the manner in which 
he handled this case, and Randolph County should be proud of so impartial and promi­ 
nent jurist as Judge Walker, and if the citizens of that county will act the part of wis­ 
dom, they will keep him on the bench as long as he will serve. 
Hundreds of fathers 
and mothers send their sincerest thanks to the Randolph County Jury, to Judge Walker 
and to all officers of that county who did their duty and assisted in the case. 
Supported as the defendant was, by certain element of the city and counseled by 
the six attorneys that she had employed, their defeat, which is a victory for decency 
and morality, w’as indeed a sorry one. 
That Sedalia’s “red light” district, the base of 
the “ U-Boat” menace—Venereal Disease-h as been irretrievably smashed is obvious 
and a great triumphal chorus of thankfulness should go up from all people whose minds 
are clean and whose souls are decent. 
We again congratulate our Prosecuting Attorney, Mr. A. L. Shortridge and his 
able assistants Claude Wilkerson of Sedalia, Oak Hunter and A. B. Charmer of Moberly 
as well as our fearless Sheriff W. W. Bolton and Constable W. H. Fewell, for their 
victory over the forces of evil, and we hope and believe chat this' salutary “punch ’ to 
the enemy’s first line of defense, will be followed by the “knock-out” in their second 
line of defense. • 
We have abundant evidence that the good people of Sedalia and Pettis County 
approve of the crusade against vice and crime and they are determined the work shall 
be carried on. 
There is no thought to restrict anything that is proper and legitimate; 
there is no desire to invade private rights, but there is a desire to clean Sedalia of vice 
and keep the city reasonably clean; there is a desire to prevent other fester spots from 
springing up and to do everything that in us lies to safe-guard our boys and girls.
